Altona Council has agreed to refer two 
building permit applications — one for a 
carport and one for a garage — back to its 
General Purposes Committee for decision re- 
views following a “trade” in council last 


week. 


Cr. D. Grant asked that an 
application by Mr. E. R. Sy- 
mons, Blyth Street, Altona, be 
referred back to the commit- 
tee. 

The committee had earlier 
recommended that the appli- 
cation be refused because it 
was ptoposed to locate the 
carport less than six feet 
from the property’s Mulga 
Street frontage. 

The committee advised that 
Mr. Symons be told that the 
carport had to be sited six 
feet from the side street 
boundary to comply with the 
Uniform Building Regula- 
tions. 





Cr. C. Carlsson, who moved 
the refusal motion in com- 


mittee, opposed Cr. Grant's 
steps to have the decision re- 
viewed. 


’Cr. Grant agreed that the 
application contravened the 
Building. Regulations and a 
recommendation by Mr. A. 
Beech, the City Building Sur- 
veyor, but said it would be 
an injustice to insist that it 
pe built six feet from the 
street, 

“Two wrongs don’t make a 
right,” said Cr. Grant, "but 
if we insist that it goes back 
six feet I think we will be 
devaluing the property. 

“I don't think it could 
cause any problem to any 
neighbors.” 

Cr. W. Crofts agreed with 





Cr. Grant and said council- 
lors should inspect the prep- 
erty. 

Cr. Carlsson said he would 
withdraw his objections to Cr. 
Grant’s move if the Council 
would agree to refer back to 
the committee an application 
for a garage by Mr. I. Camp- 
bell, Linnet Street, Altona, 

Cr, Grant agreed to this. 

Mr. Campbell applied for 
a permit to build an 800 
square foot brick garage to 
house three cars and an 18- 
foot boat. The General Pur- 
poses Committee recommend- 
ed that the application be ap- 
proved. 

An amendment put to the 
committee by Cr. Carlsson, 
recommending that the appli- 
cation be refused was de- 
feated. 

Cr. Carlsson wanted Coun- 
cil to inform Mr. Campbell 
that it would consider grant- 
ing approval for a garage of 
no more than 600 square feet.

Storages 


Melbourne’s water storage 
position is very good. Autumn 
rainfall has ‘been plentiful 
and earlier than usual, thor-~ 
oughly saturating the catch- 
ments; and streamflows are 
well above Melbourne’s daily 
consumption. 

Consequently, the storage 
reservoirs are being re- 
plenished at a rapid rate. 
The more usual pattern is 
for them to lie in the “doid- 
rums" well into. winter. 

Improvement in storages 
occurred about one month 
later in both 1969 and 1968, 
and not since 1960 has the fall 
in storage been arrested so 
early in the year. There is 
more water in storage today 
than previously at this time 
of the year and with the 
whole of winter and spring 
ahead it can be confidently 
expected that the storages 
will be at full capacity to 
meet demands next summer.

Deafness 


« Forty Five people attended 
a lecture at the Trade Union 
Clinic, Footscray, on Tuesday

Napier talk on noise induced 
hearing loss and methods of 
hearing conservation. 


She is in charge of the 
hearing unit -of the Royal 
Victorian Eye and Ear Hos- 
pital, Melbourne. Dr. Napier 
said the true disability or 
disadvantage in deafness was 
being unable to understand 


the spoken word. It isolated {| 


the individual from his family 
and friends. 


By far the greatest source 
of excessive noise was in- 
dustry, jet planes another 
source and also discotheques. 


In_ Australia and America 
hearing loss through Indust- 
rial Noise is compensatable, 
but Dr, Napier said compen- 
sation was poor recompense 
for loss of hearing. 

Most investigataions into 
hearing loss had been done in 
America. Ways of measuring 
hearing loss were by bone 
conduction and air conduction. 


She stressed the importance 
of protecting the ears from 
noise. Ear muffs or plugs 
must be supplied at work and 
employees working in noisy 
conditions must be made to 
wear them. Also noisy mach- 
inery should never be placed 
in small enclosed places. 
~Dr. Napier said there were 
reputable sound engineers in 
Melbourne who advised on 
work shop lay-out to reduce 
noise to minimum. Personnel 
from James Hardie & Co., 
Monsanto Chemicals, Massey 
Ferguson, Newport Railway 
Workshops, Victorian _ Civil 
Ambulance, Alban Explosive 
Factory, Maize Products 
Dickies Towels.

Nutrition For 
Aged 


Nutrition information frem 
London states that a recent 
publication by the King 
Edward’s Hospital Fund, 
breaks new ground in the 
difficult study of nutrition in 
the ageing. In it there is a 
report on the diets, clinical 
conditions and social circum- 
stances of 60 women, over the 
age of 70 years, living alone. 


Tt was found that the old 
women managed to .consume 
a varied diet, and did not all 








live on the traditional bread 
and jam. However some diets 
were iljl-balanced- and pro- 
vided too little vitamin C., 
vilamin D., and calcium, iron 
and protein. 


As appetite decreases with 
age. the diet should contain 
higher percentage of pro- 
fein, fats, minerals and vita- 
mins and’ a lower Percentage 
of carbohydrates. Unfortun- 
ately, many of these old 
people had developed a liking 
for sweet, things, so a re- 
yerse tendency was in fact 
noted. 


Demineralization of the 
skeleton was observed in 20% 
and this group of women took 
less calcium and vitamin D. 
than the average. These find- 
ings suggest that ostoomal- 
acia may contribute to the 
skeletal ‘rarefaction so con- 
tinuously found in old age, 
and until more evidence is 
obtained on the cause of de- 
mineralization, it would seem 
reasonable to’ encourage the

GRANDFATHER FROM 

ORKNEY ISLANDS 

Mr. Morwick's grandfather, 
George Morwick, a seaman 
from the Orkney Islands, off 
the northern coast of Scot- 
land, arrived in Williams- 
town around 1850. Seven or 
eight years later, in Novem- 
ber, 1857, he married a Fanny 
Higgs at the Williamstown 
Presbyterian Church and went 
to. live in Cox’s Gardens. 


At first, George Morwick 
worked with the Customs, 
then spent a couple of years 
working at the Gabo Island 
Lighthouse. 

Mr. -Morwick says his 
grandfather was a_ staunch 
Presbyterian of “the old 
school.”” 

“The blinds wére drawn 
close on the~ Sabbath,” Mr. 
Morwick says, “and nothing 
but the Bible was read or 
spoken about. All the meals 
eaten on the Sabbath were 
cooked the previous Saturday. 

“The people of the Orkneys 
are very parochial, and so 
was my grandfather, but he 
was particularly God-fearing 
and honest.”” 

Despite his isolated home- 
land, Mr. Morwick's grand- 
father found it hard to ad- 
just to the petty-mindedness 
of life on the small Gabo 
Island lighthouse. 

“The head lighthouse keep- 
er came around and found 
grandfather eating rabbit for 
dinner one day,” said Mr. 
Morwick, “The head keeper 
then put in a report to the 
Ports and Harbors Depart- 
ment, which controlled the 
lighthouse, saying that as 
there were no rabbits on the 
island, and as his pet cat was 
missing, grandfather must 
have been eating his cat.” 

When he returned to Wil- 
liamstown after Gabo Island, 
George Morwick was attach- 
ed to the Williamstown Cus- 
toms Office as a crewman on 
the Customs’ launch. 

One night the lightship, 
which was stationed where 
the pile light is now, came 
adrift. 

“My grandfather. who was 
suffering from pneumonia at 
the time, was called from his 
bed to attend to the lightship. 
The pneumonia turned to 
T.B., and he died, aged 45.

Mr. Morwick’s father, 
named George Ferguson Mor- 
wick — the Ferguson from 
Captain Ferguson, who was 
the Port Phillip harbormaster 


when he was born — left 
school early to provide for 
his family. 


His first job was in the 
local bottle works, but he only 
lasted there a few months 
before joining A. H. Heriot, 
a local. sailmaker who 
specialised in making ships’ 
sails and heavy craft sails, 
for fishing boats. 


When the land boom bubble 
'burst Mr. Morwick's father 
began in business for him- 
self. Aged only 24 at the 
time, he wore a frock coat 
in an attempt to appear older 
than he was. 

He had a hard struggle 
sailmaking for the big ships, 
and although he later did 
quite a bit of this work over 
the years, he decided to 
specialise in manufacturing 
racing sails for yachts. = 

He introduced the crosscut 
sail from England, and 
yachts using his sails won 
most of the races. He also 
invented a new filling for life- 
jackets, and constructed a 
special machine to burn the 
cork used in his jackets. 

The filling he developed was 
the standard required by the 
Board of Trade for many 
years. 

Business prospered and Mr. 
Morwick’s father made sails 
for all the top yachtsmen. 

BOATS FROM EVERY 
TATE 

“I have known the day 
when all boats in interstate 
competitions — they came 
from every State of the Com- 
monwealth — were carrying 
my father’s sails,” Mr, Mor- 
wick recalls. 

His father also became one 
of Melbourne’s first flag- 
makers, and when the Duke 
of York, later King George 
V, visited Melbourne, his flags 
were flown all over Mel- 
bourne, including Government 
House, the Town Hall and 
the Railways buildings. The 
same thing happened when 
the U.S.A. fleet first visited 
Melbourne in 1908. 

Mr. Morwick remembers 
the American fleet’s visit 
well. His father paid him 2d. 
each to paint the gold tops 
on the flag poles. He remem- 
bers -the Duke's visit less 
pleasantly, He sat for hours 
in a skiff on the Bay while 
waiting for the Duke's liner 
to arrive. His father was 
fishing, and to pass the time 
Mr. Morwick teased the fish 
that had been boated — until

Lord Foster said: ‘‘When I 
am on duty for the Queen, 
you should wait. When I am 
racing I am simply Foster 
and should receive no special 
considerations.” 

At one time Mr. Morwick’s 
father was sailing master and 
sailmaker to one of Victoria's 
Governors. He was entitled 
to use the Governor's crest 
on his billheads and state 
that he was-under special ap- 
pointment. 

The last ship sail Mr. Mor- 
wick's father made was for 
the Loch Ryan, which had 
been the John Murray, a 
training ship for delinquent } 
boys for many years. Be- 
cause of the shortage of ship- 
ping tonnage after World War 
I the ship was recommis- 
sioned and sent to sea again. 
It was lost two years later 
on one of the Marshall Is- 
lands.

‘We thought - they were 
wonderful -- home food was 
never anything like them.” 

Mr. Morwick's father was 
a member of the Williams- 
town Bowling Club, and acted 
consistently as an umpire, He 
was also a member of the 
1906 committee of the Wil- 
liamstown Football Club and 
a competitive rifle shooter. 

While shooting he found be 
had a defect in his right eye, 
so changed over to sight 
through his left —- no mean 
feat. 

As a member of the Wil- 
liamstown Racing Club he 
owned and raced a number 
of ponies. 

One of his horses was 
brought in for racing after a 
spell in the country, and the 
father told his friends that 
the horse couldn't win be- 
cause of its lack of training. 

But the horse did win, and 
if was later discovered that 
the horse had been used for 
paddock work during its stay 
in the country, and the man 
who rode it there was a 
jockey. The jockey later went 
on to.win a jockeys’ premier- 
ship in Queensland. 

Mr. Morwick’s maternal 
grandparents, Elija and Eliza 
Williams, came to Williams- 
town from Cheltenham, Eng- 
as 19-year-old newly- 
weds, Mr. Williams was*a 
cabinet maker and worked in 
the Railway Workshops, first 
at Williamstown and later at 
Newport,
